Geoffrey 
Beckwith (D-Reading), and 
even the Governor addressed 
the assembly. 


Beckwith said. "We cannot 
have divestiture from higher 
education. Campuses around 
the state must work together." 

ULowell students 
effectively presented their 
message, eventually 

surrounding the outside 
perimeter of the State House 
with shouts of "No more 
cuts!" 

Student leaders spoke to 
the crowd, leading cheers 
andinforming students of new 
developments. 

One bystander said.’You’ve 
got a great group here -- 
someone’s got to wake those 
people up." It seems that 
we're on our way to doing just 
that.

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Dorm residents are losing visitor 
privileges across the country 


(CPS) — In what may be the 
strictest version of a nationwide 
trend toward limiting how 
students may use their dorm 
rooms, Kentucky State 
University freshmen have been 
told they can no longer have 
friends of the opposite sex visit 
their dorm rooms. At any time. 

St. Joseph’s College in Maine, 
the State University of New 
York at Binghamton, North 
Carolina State University and 
the University of South 
Carolina, have restricted dorm 
room visits, but do allow them 
during most hours of the day. 

KSU decided to stop all 
opposite-sex visits this fall as a 
way to help freshmen 
“acclimate” themselves to 
college life, explained 


spokesman Joseph Burgess. 

KSU officials also hope the 
rule will cut the number of 
freshmen who end up on 
academic probation, and that it 
will make the dorms more 
secure. A KSU student 
reportedly was raped in her 
dorm room during the 1988-89 
school year. 

The new students, Burgess 
claims, don’t mind the rule, 
since they’ve never experienced 
“open visitation” before. 
“There’s been very little 
outward indication of 
displeasure.'’ 

“It’s not fair,” said student 
James Morgan. “Everybody 
should have the same 
privileges.” 

A lot of his friends don't like it 


either, he added. “Just because 
we”re freshmen doesn't mean 
we can't handle (open 
visitation).” 

Everyone under 21 has to live 
in the dorms at KSU’s 
Frankfort campus. 

Upperclassmen can have 
opposite-sex visitors on 
weeknights from 6 p.m. to 11 
p.m. On Friday and Saturday, 
visits are allowed from noon to 
2 a.m. 

Students can be expelled if 
they violate dorm rules, which 
forbid “unauthorized residence 
entry after visiting hours” and 
“rape or sexual intercourse in a 
residence hall room.” 

KSU also cut visiting hours

Women’s 
Center Returns

Once upon a time, ( a few 
>ears ago), there was a club 
known as the Women's Center 
at the University of Lowell. 
Then a terrible thing 
happened. Students that had 
been involved graduated, there 
was a general lack of interest, 
and the Women's Center 
disappeared. 

A group of women 
recently decided they wanted 
to see the Women's Center 
revitalized. This attempt to 
bring the Women *s Center 
back to the University began 
last year. 

I spoke with Cecelia 
Gaughran. a student here, w ho 
has been actively involved 
with bringing the Women's 
Center back.

Gaughran. was submitted and 
on Wednesday September 27 
the Women’s Center was 
officially recognized as a club. 
They do not have a room to 
call their ow n. but they are 
first on the w aiting list for an 
office. 


organization for w omen and 
men who work together in 
mutual respect, cooperation, 
and social responsibility.” The 
center advocates feminism but 
will focus on presenting an 
agenda that looks at such 
issues as racism, classism. 
ageism, and sexism. 

The Women’s Center has 
already begun planning its first 
program. The program, 
dealing with rape awareness, is 
being planned in conjunction 
with the Graduate School's 
Community and Social 
Psychology program and 
people from Professor Anne 
Mulvey’s class. Women and 
Community. It will be a one 
day program featuring a series 
of events. They are planning 
to invite President Hogan. 

Other plans include setting 
up a committee to look at 
issues in women's health. This 
committee will be making a 
pamphlet that will include a 
list of available doctor’s in the 
area. A second committee 
will look at women and the 
law. It will function as a legal 
referral system. 

The new Women’s Center 
will start having meetings in 
the near future, (watch the 
Connector for details).

Carolina, only 27 out of a class 
of about 2,800 incoming 
freshmen have signed up for 
675 dorm rooms set aside as 
no-ovemight-guest rooms.

Student Senate gets busy early in the year

The Student Government 
Association is back in action 
this year and busy already. For 
those who may not know, the 
SGA is the governing body 
comprised of students elected at 
large and by the classes which 
they represent. They consult 
with administration, faculty and 
students about events and 
activities which affect the 
University and administer 
monies from the Student 
Activities Fee. 

The first order of business for 
the September 27th meeting 
was the State Student 
Association of Massachusetts, 
brought up by SGA president 
Tom Winston. SSAM is a 
lobbying group that focuses its 
influence on keeping our tuition 
bills at a lower price. 
ULowell’s relationship with 
SSAM has been a stormy one 
and SGA has been unhappy 
with the representation that 
SSAM has given ULowell. 
The sentiment of the Senate 
was that the students of this 
University can no longer 
support this group. According 
to Tom Winston, "We are in a 
very rocky position with 
SSAM”. It appears action is 
going to be taken to pull out of 
the association because it does 
not fit the best interest of 
ULowell. 

The next issue at hand was 
talk of a rally in Boston at the 
state house to show the 


legislature how the students 
feel about the budget cuts. (The 
rally actually occurred much 
sooner than anticipated because 
of L. Edward Lashman’s 
ordered budget cuts. See rally 
coverage on page 1.) 

Student Trustee Patrick 
Demers proposed to have a 
voter registration signup day on 
campus. People under the age 
of twenty-five have the poorest 
voting percentage in elections 
so politicians do not focus their 
full attention on young people’s 
problems. There is a great need 
to show those running for, or in 
office that students do count. 
The idea is to register a high 
amount of students and 
encourage them to vote so it 
can be shown to politicians that 
students are able to speak on 
what is important to us and 
with a great number we will be 
heard. 

Activities Commission 
Director Brenda Sadowski 
reported on the events planned 
for homecoming. 

Committee reports were 
made to the Senate. The first. 
Public Relations, proposed to 
have a contest in order to have 
a school song produced. A five 
hundred dollar prize will be 
awarded for the winning song, 
which has to of quality, 
hopefully becoming a 
permanent part of the school. 

The Finance Committee 
spoke on the topic of 
streamlining the procedures for 


club funding and the Student 
Services committee 

mentioned ^pairing the stairs 
to the South Campus bus stop,, 
which have lost cement on 
their edges and are dangerous 
to use. 

Senators debated the 
problem of vandalism in 
parking lots. The idea of 
students being hired to make 
rounds during the day was 
proposed but it was decided 
to be impractical. The need 
of the Campus Police 
becoming more visible was 
also discussed. The Student 
Union Board of Directors 
(SUBOD) spoke about a 
conference room on South, 
game rooms and club leases. 
The ARA convenience store 
is scheduled to be open in 
October and plans with the 
Building Authority about 
installing ATM’s on campus 
are under way. 

Class officers made their 
reports to the SGA. the Class 
of ‘90 is already working on 
plans for Senior Week. The 
officers have also decided 
they’d like to have another 
activity during the year such 
as a Winter Dance. They 
believe that although Senior 
Week is very important, it is 
not one week which makes up 
the year. The Class of ‘91 has 
to fill the positions of 
Secretary and Treasurer in the 
election on October 11th. At 
the moment, they are working 


on ways to raise funds. The 
Class of ‘92 is currently 
planning a Turkey Bowl for 
November 21. 

MassPIRG reported that 
they are busy with their 
environmental campaign, 
surveys and petitioning. They 
are also always looking for 
volunteers to participate in their 
activities. 

The Resident Housing 
Association have decided to 
clamp down on some of the 
spending this year. This group 
funds most of the activities 
which take place from the 
residence halls. At the present 
time they are designing new 
sweatshirts and are co¬ 
sponsoring a block party for 
homecoming weekend. 

The last order of business 
was an attempt to complete the 
changes being made to bring 
the SGA constitution up to 
date. The motion did not pass 
with the 11-3 vote, as a 2/3 
majority of the total 
membership of the Student 
Senate was necessary for it to 
pass. A very frustrated Tom 
Winston commented, ‘it might 
be nice if it could be done by 
Christmas!” The changes will 
be brought up at the next SGA 
meeting. 

SGA and class elections to 
fill vacancies will be held on 
Wednesday, October 11.

Our show is precisely 
choreographed by persons with 
the title of Drill Instructors. 
From them we learn our steps, 
body movements and all visual 
effects. The wind instruments, 
percussion, and color guard 
each have separate instructors 
who specialize in such areas to 
teach the music portion of the 
show. However, before any of 
the above can occur, music 
must be specially arranged for 
the band, a task for the music 
arranger. The Director then 
must coordinate all the 
instructors' work so as to form 
a coherent show incorporating 
music and drill. Not a simple 
task! Our class meets three days 
a week, too! 

Okay, then, the music must be 
simple. Have you heard of 
Andrew Lloyd Webber, Pat 
Metheny, Chick Corea, A1 
Jarreau, or the Beatles? How 
about such songs as 
“Romancing The Stone", “For 
Once In My Life", “Aquarius", 
or “Living In The Past"? We 
have played music by such 
composers, as well as actually 
performing the pieces above. 

It’s a lot of work to be 
completed in a very limited 


amount of time. So why join? 
Gym waive and course credits 
aside, we do it because it is 
rewarding, and it's fun! 
Wherever we go, our reputation 
precedes us as “The Class of 
New England" There is 
dedication and much hard work 
behind the product that you see 
when you go to that football 
game or parade or show. Each 
year we begin the season with 
persons who have never 
marched before, or never 
played the instrument that they 
will play for the season. Even 
though less than half of the 
band members are music 
majors, the band is known for 
its outstanding musicianship. 
The colorguard adds greatly to 
our visual presentation, and the 
members are just as much a 
part of the band as is any 
musician. They, too, begin the 
season with untrained 
members. 

We perform at least once per 
weekend with possibilities of 
up to four shows per weekend. 
Each show must be better than 
the previous one as we 
represent the University at all 
performances. The pride, spirit 
and musicianship that one sees 
displayed by the Marching 
Band provide it with a 
reputations so richly deserved 
as “Ambassador of the 
University”, and as “The Class 
of New England”

Here we go again!

In past editorials I have made my feelings and philosophies quite 
clear. Some of you agree with me, others of you don't. That is fine 
with me. It would be quite boring if we all shared the same view. 

It is time to talk about the state budget again. It would be very 
easy to continue to do some serious Dukakis bashing, and I might 
do it anyway, but I'll try not to. Not because I all of a sudden think 
he is a competant governor or an intellect, but because I want to 
talk about an issue which I feel is a non-partisan one. 

This issue is higher education. As students here at ULowell, we 
are all a part of it. This should be an issue of great importance to 
all of us. It quite clearly though, is not an issue dear to many at the 
State House. Last week, ironically, the day after massive Mike left 
for an educational conference with the President, the state public 
higher education system was under attack. 

With the next round of budget cuts upon us. Secretary L. Edward 
Lashman fingered higher education as one of the main sources of 
"fat" in the state government. The state was to lay off 2100 
employees, 700 of which were to come from higher education. 

A little background information: higher education makes up 6% 
(and shrinking fast) of the state budget. The state colleges and 
universities are already operating with skeleton budgets and 
unfilled positions. Here at ULowell, there are exactly 70 unfilled 
positions. These have been vacant for at least 9 months, and will 
be vacant indefinitely. Over the past 18 months ULowell alone has 
returned $7.5 million to the state. At UMass Amherst, they are 
now facing the types of cuts we saw last year. Sections are being 
cut, classes are huge, lights are being turned off, etc. we know the 
story all too well. 

Even with these overwhelming facts, the administration continues 
to point at higher education as the place to cut, and because of 
"fat" I don't buy it. 

If the administration was serious about cutting fat, they would 
begin by firing all of the people that the governor hired who 
worked on his presidential campaign, they would dismantle useless 
departments, such as the M.D.C. (this is agreed upon by both 
democrats and republicans), and they would cut in organizations 
such as the D.E.Q.E., which literally had to rent a warehouse to 
give all its employees office space. 

The future of the state and the nation lies with today's young 
people like us. If we are not educated, how can we be expected to 
compete against the Japanese, the West Germans, and the new 
European Common Market. If they don't care about our future, 
they should at least care about their own. Just realize that in 10-20 
years we will be funding their social security checks. 

The fact is that education is a good investment. Every great 
society of the past has had an excellent educational system. Right 
now, no one is investing in education. Last spring, we, the students 
at ULowell said that we would pay higher tuition and fees to 
protect our education. Our efforts have been futile. The state 
government used that opportunity to cut higher education even 
further. 

The answer is not neccesarily new taxes. That cannot be 
determined until after the states budget is truly "lean" in all areas 
and the public has the confidence that their tax dollars will be 
managed and spent wisely. That is a long way down the road. 
Until then, concerned people will have to continue to fight and 
scrap, regardless of their political preference. 

But really, Dukakis just has to go. Sorry, couldn't resist. 


My Five Cents’ Worth 



There are many who have 
never considered any aspect of 
the denominations of United 
States coins, the least of which 
the nickel. The nickel is of 
course one of the saving graces 
of our society as we know it 
today. That finely molded and 
etched morsel of select base 
metal, seemingly unimportant 
in the broader spectrum of life, 
is actually a source of 
enormous socio-economic 
prosperity, not to mention a 
source of immense personal 
gratification. 

Firstly, the United States has 
used this noble medium to 
honor one of its finest 
presidents, Thomas Jefferson. It 
was this great president who 
defeated Congress’s first 
attempt to restrict freedom of 
speech and freedom of the 
press, for he allowed the Alien 
and Sedition Acts to expire, 
unrenewed.

Masspirg does work for students! 


Masspirg (Massachusetts 
Public Interest Group) is a 
statewide student directed 
nonpartisan organization that 
works in such areas as 
environmental preservation, 
consumer protection and 
hunger/homeless issues. 
Chapters of Masspirg exist on 
27 college campuses including 
our chapter here at ULowell. A 
chapter exists as a result of a 
majority vote by students to 
assess a fee which is then used 
in conjunction with the other 
schools to hire a staff of expert 
scientists, lobbyists, and 
attorneys. This staff then 
conducts research, advocacy, 
and public education in areas 
that the student Board of 
Directors feel are of concern to 
students. Masspirg has as a 
result been very effective in 
addressing environmental and 
consumer protection. For 
example, Masspirg recently 
passed the Toxics Use 
Reduction Act which is the 
strongest anti-pollution law in 
the country. Furthermore, the 
law provided for the creation of 


the Toxics Use Reduction 
Research Facility at the 
University of Lowell. Other 
examples of our effectiveness 
include the Bottle, Bill, the 
Hazardous waste initiative, the 
Generic Drug Law, and a list 
that continues to grow. 
Masspirg chapters exist on 
campuses like ours to serve as a 
resource through which 
students can get involved in 
promoting social change off 
campus because as we all know 
we do not live in a vacuum. 

You may have noticed that 
there exists a small group that 
opposes a Masspirg chapter at 
ULowell. This group has 
asserted weak arguments 
against Masspirg and has never 
responded to the question “how 
effective has Masspirg been?” 
At this point I will address just 
a couple of the most common 
arguments against Masspirg. 

One argument that has been 
put forth on several occasions 
deals with he existence of 
Masspirg on campuses. The 
argument is that “Masspirg has 


This assertion is a weak one 
because it fails to consider who 
the Board of Directors of 
Masspirg are, which is of 
course students. Now with that 
in mind, if not on college 
campuses where should 
Masspirg chapters be located? 
Another common argument is 
centered around the waivable 
Masspirg fee. The argument 
asserts that a waivable fee is 
unfair because it requires the 
minority to take action (simply 
checking a box so as not to 
support the Masspirg chapter). 
The fact is that the Masspirg 
waivable fee is extremely fair 
because during the election a 
majority of students vote to 
assess the student body a fee. 
The majority then allows the 
minority the ability to waive 
this fee if they so desire. The 
argument against the waivable 
fee fails to realize that if any 
student chooses not to support 
Masspirg they do not have to. 
Furthermore, a yes vote during 
elections simply allows for the 
continuation of our Masspirg

That's right folks, they're at it 
again. MASSPIRGers are out 
getting their reaffirmation 
petition signed so that once 
more we will have the 
“opportunity" to donate money 
to them. For freshman and 
transfers who are unaware, 
there is a line on your bill 
which, if left unchecked, will 
cause you to “donate" four 
dollars to MASSP1RG. As 
those of you on financial aid 
know, this often necessitates an 
otherwise unscheduled trip to 
the business office to make sure 
that the waiver is cleared up 
properly. 

Last year 1 wrote an article 
about the unscrupulous way in 
which MASSPIRG is funded. 
It bears repeating. This time I 
will not go into what 
MASSPIRG is or does— if you 
want to know that you could 
always go to one of those 
“qualified" people referred to in 
last week's Connector. I'll just 
make a few points about 
funding methods, regardless of 
the political nature of the 
organization. 

MASSPIRG knows that it 
can count on a certain'number 
of people who don’t want to 
bother dealing with check-offs 
on their bill. When your bill 
comes you usually have larger 
anxieties and problems, so the 
four dollar charge seems 
relatively innocuous and you 
ignore it. 

I know one student who loathes 
the idea of giving money to 
MASSPIRG, but will not 
check-off for fear that it will 
cause a screw-up of some sort 
in the business office. And as I 


mentioned, if you receive 
enough financial aid to cover 
your bill, you don't even have 
to go to the business office— 
unless you want to check-off. 

Doesn't this seem a little, 
well, devious to you? 
MASSPIRG insists on doing 
things this way because they 
know that it will result in the 
collection of money from 
people who would never 
otherwise choose to give to 
them. 

The most maddening thing is 
the language used in Connector 
articles written by 
MASSPIRGers. Last week, 
the informative article about the 
group never even mentioned 
the funding method. Last year, 
they had the nerve to call 
themselves “super-democratic" 
because they gave you the 
“opportunity" not to donate to 
them! This year, in an article 
written by one Bob Peavey, we 
are told that since some people 
don't agree with MASSPIRG 
the fee is waiveable. The use 
of the word “fee" is interesting. 
The definition of fee is a 
mandatory cost, like a tax. 
Now we are getting 
somewhere. 

Simply stated, MASSPIRG 
wants to extract as much money 
from the students as possible 
without regard to the ethics 
involved. Is it ethical to make 
someone go out of his or her 
way not to have to pay you, 
MASSPIRGers? And please 
don’t tell me that a majority of 
the students decided that it 
should be so. Voter turnout at 
this school hovers around 10- 
15%, so nothing even 


resembling a majority supports 
your methods, MASSPIRG. 

Don't you, the student, find 
these methods questionable as I 
do ? I think people should 
begin to ask about them. But 
please, make sure that you 
“direct any questions to only 
those who are qualified to 
answer questions about what 
MASSPIRG is." Obviously 
that doesn't mean me, but you 
could “call Bob Peavey at 452- 
9183 or leave a note in box 
#94." Go ahead, ask him. 


It’s fascinating to watch 
liberals tearing their hair our 
over Barney Frank, in 
Washington and on the pages of 
the Connector. I for one am 
tired of hearing about it. I don’t 
care about his sex life. For the 
record, I never would have 
voted for him anyway, for the 
correct reasons.

They start talking to a person 
about something. Then quickly 
switch subjects to the purchase 
of different magazines.

This 
is done by telling the customer 
about a contest in which the 
salesman is very close to 
winning. So he motivates the 
customer to buy a magazine 
subscription, to ‘help’ him to 
win.

6 months to 1 year loss of license for use of fake I.D. to purchase alcohol! 

Use of a fake I.D. to purchase alcohol or providing false information to obtain a liquor I.D. or duplicate 
license from the Registry of Motor Vehicles will result in the loss of your driver's license for six ;months 
to a year. Also, fines and a jail sentence may be imposed by the courts. 

Up to 5 years loss of license for any drug conviction-including possession! 

Conviction for a drug offense, including possession of even a small amount of an illegal drug, will result 
in the loss of yout driver's, license lor up to five years in addition to court ordered penalties. If younger 
than 18, the issuance of your driver's license may be delayed until age 21. 

Mandatory 2 year jail sentence for dealing drugs near schools! A conviction for selling drugs within 
1000 feet of school property in Massachusetts will result in a minimum mandatory two-year jail sentence 
plus a fine of-up tcu&KLOOO.OO.
